REAT biasts, whereby immense bodies of rock 

have been displaced, have deeply interested the 
scientific world, and especially where those blasts 
depended on engineering skill. The face of a cliff 
at South Bethlehem, N. Y., was thrown down by 
use of 1,950 pounds of dynamite distributed, 40 
pounds each, between 50 holes bored to a depth of 
30 feet each. The blast was witnessed by 3 000 peo- 
ple, snd dislodged nearly 25,000 tons of rock. “The 
Round Down Cliff, near Dover, England, was 
thrown down in 1843 by use of 18,000 pounds of 
guvpowder. Each pound loosened an average of 
22 tons of rock, or a total of 400.000 tons. Tae cliff 
was 875 feet high. In 1850 a cliff near Sanford, 
England, was blasted by use of 24,000 pounds of 
powder, 292 000 tons of rock being dislodged. Our 
own most notable blasts have been those at Hell- 
Gate ard Fio.d Reek, in 1876 and in 1885. Iu the 
Flood Rock explosion, 40,000 pounds of dynamite 
and 240,000 pouads of rack-a-rock were used, and 
400,000 tons ef rock were broken up. Fearful are 
the explosive forces of art. 





HERE is a greater degree of safety in traveling 
to-day by railway than there was fifty years ago 
in traveling by coach. Of course, many more are 
injured and killed now than fifty years ago in pro- 
portion to the population, but this is owing to the 
fact that men travel more now than they did then. 
In railway travel in the United States between 1835. 
end 1855 the cbance of injury was 1 to 500,000 jour- 
neys; the chance for death was 1 for 2,000,000 jour- 
neys. A steady improvement in the way of safety 
was made from this time, and between 1855 and 1875 
*he chance for injury was 1 in 600,000°journeys, 


6 | and the chanca for death 1 in 6, 000,000 jJourn=ys. 


The tote] number of journeys, ¢xclusive of ho!ders 
of season tickets, in 1888, was, roughly, 742,000 000 
One person wa3 injured for 527,577 journeys, and 
Fifty 
years ago the chance for injury by coach was 1 to 
30 000 trips, and the chance for death was 1 to 300,- 
000 trips. The great majority of railway eccidents 
result from inexcusable carelessness, and the roads 
should be governed by more stringsnt laws. They 
should be made to realiz3 the value of limb and the 
sacredness of Jife.

We also doubt if he is pleased with extrava- 
gant displays in architecture in sanctuary construc- 
tion. If the people are to live in humble homes, 
as a rule, there is no good reason why they should 
wership in palatial palaces. The effcet can not be 
morally elevating when a man steps frcm his un- 
pretentious and empty home into a grand and 
gaudy senctuary. If the religicus rich can spare 
their ten thousands for cathedral walls and massive 
carvings, we think they would be justified in lessen- 
ing their subscriptions on the one side and in con- 
tributing more freely to the comfort of the homes of 
their humbie church brethren on the other side. 
If God visits Kis children by a p2rsonal presence 
he is quite familiar with homes most conspicuous 
in their want and wretchedness. The contrast be- 
tween the home avd the sanctuary is becoming tco 
great, and the burdening debts on houses of wor- 
ship given to God go farin explanaticn. Benevo- 
lence is turned in the wrong direction. Too much 
money is used in paying interest on debts on God’s 
property. Of 64 Catholic churches in Brooklyn, 
43 are mortgaged in the sum of $1.173 000, or 
$27,472 on the average, while of 255 churches of 8 
Protestant bodies, 157, all but 98 of the whole, are 
mortgaged in a grend aggre gate of $2 215 000, or an 
average of $10,600 each. ‘Less pretentious sanctua- 
ries, and fewer mortgeges, would be more accept- 
abie with God and more profitable to the pecple, 








OAL formations are an evidenca, to any observ- 
ing mind, of the gracious and generous provi- 
dence of God toward men. These formations have 
been the work of ages, in a period of the earth’s 
history when it could not have supported human 
life. A single seam of coal, six inches in thickness, 
concentrates all the carbon that could be furnished 
by the most luxuriant vegetable growth for a period 
of 1,200 years. And yet, as illustrative of the age 
of the earth, thére are, in Nova Scotia, 76 seams of 
coal to be found, the one beneath the other. Be- 
tween these are soil and rock formations, separating 
the different seams by ages of time. One of these 
coal seams is 22 feet thick, and another is 37 feet 
thick. The last, by no conceivable natural process, 
could have been formed in less than 100,000 years. 
As to the amount of coal stored away, it is inmeas- 
urable, if not exhaustless. During 1876 the United 
States cutput was 76,000,000 of tons. In the largest 
pyramid, the most spacicus building of the world, 
there are 8 000,000 cubic feet of stone, but the coal 
output of 1876 would have built 26 of these pyra- 


mids. It would also have built a Chinese’ wall, 20 
feet thick and 24 feet high, from Philadelphia to 
Chicago, and encircled both cities. How marvel- 
ous are the ane of God, and how gracious his 
providences! 


AS is to be the fuel of the future. Of course, it 

is now, whether we consume wood, coal, cr oil, 

but the waste in the present form of combustion is 
tenfold greater than the actual utiligation. A ton 
of coal will yield 11,420 cubic feet of gas, and this, 
at $2 per 1,000 cubic feet, whi¢h~isa_low average | 
rate, yields the compeny about $23-"-At-this rate, — 
oreven at $1 per 1 000 cubic it can not be used 
as fuel, but ¢ al gas can be Jarnished for r probably 





the fourth part of $1 per 1,000 feet. However, at © 


this price, it can hardly c mpete with oil gas as a 
fuel. A process for manufacturing gas from Lima 
oil is in use at Litchfield, Ill., 37 miles from St. 
Louis, and it is proposed to pipe this gas into the 
city as a fuel and iliuminator. From one gallon of 
oil, which costs 1} cents et the wells, 1000 cubic 
feet of gas.can be made, and the total cust for 200,- 
000 feet, after the p'antis established, would not 
exceed $3 80. By this process the gas can be fur- 
nished for 5 cents per 1,000 cubic feet. The gas is 
non-explosive, it is claimed, but bas an intensity of 
heat exceeding coal gas. If these claims are true, 


and they are indorsed by the Scientific Amertean, — 


then the fuel of the early future will be sometaing 
far better than natural gas, or any of the old forms 
of fuel known to the world.

A TRUE OONORPTION OF RELIGION. 
BY W. H. ORR. 

Christianity isa broad, deep subject, and its truths 
unfold progressively as life moves on. Of course 
this idea does not suif narrow-minded people 
whose dogma has everything fixed, but to the 
more thoughtful it is reasonable to look upon great 
truths as only partially interpreted and some false- 
ly construed, In the ages of patriarchal and tribal 
government, or when kings ruled over ignorant and 
submissive subjects, the mighty questions of liberty, 
and justics, and commerce, and labor, and capital, 
and international laws were not considered. To 
the people of four thousand, or one thousand, or 
even one hundred years ago, this age of learning, 
and liberty, and literature, and telephone, and 
steam, and olectricity, and natural gas was beyond 
the power of the wildest dreamer to think of. 
What would Socrates thought of floating palaces or 
palac3s on wheels, whirling over the land, or of 
talking along a line from Athens to Corinth? But 
these things are facts now, and who can say when 
the limit of possibility shall be found? 

Now, if maukind is slow in learning the large- 
ness of nature should it be thought strange that the 
progress of our race in religious matters has been 
slow and difficult, and full of mistakes and suffer- 
ings? But some will say religion had inspired 
teachers, and its great traths were revealed. The 
same mar be said of nature. In one instant they 
heard, in the other they saw, but in neither did 
they uaderstand. They supposed the sun rose and 
set until reason taught them otherwise. And so it 
was with their religious impressions. The whole 
of the Jewish religion was an adaptation of the 
sense percsption of that age. The ideas of God 
and purity had to be originated through the sense 
perception of material things. This sczommoda- 
ting method has proved a great hindrance to prog- 
ress. The mind failiog to perceive the difference 
betwee the object lesson and the truth rested in 
the material form and stopped short of spirituality. 
The offering of sacrifices and ceremonial purifica- 
tion took the place of purity of heart, which they 
were only in ended to represent. 

This same idea has been a most hurtfal error in 
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Christian theology. It has made the crucifixion 
of Christ a sacrificial offering of his blood to ‘‘rec- 
oncile God’’ or “to satisfy justice,’ and a belief iu 
this makes Christ’s death what an animal sacrifice 
was to the Jew. It becomes a formal salvation, 
and stopped short of heart purity. Even to-day 
the material blocd of Christ is emphasized as hav- 
ing a cleansing power. We sing and talk of being 
washed in the blood, and of a fountain filled with 
blood, and of sinners being plunged beneath its 
fl od lose all their guilty stains, 

Nobody was ever cleansed by the literal blood of 
Christ. The blood of Christ is the material sign or 
symbol of his suffering love. It is the mind influ- 
ence of this suffering of love for man that becomes 
a transforming power upon the character of the 
world. Thus God reaches, wins, and subdues the 
heart of man in the life aud suffering of Jesus, and 
brings him into the same life of suffering for others. 
The way to this spiritual conception of religion 
has been long and the progress slow. It bogan on 
the outside but at last comes to the inner life of the 
soul. When this is raalized in experience by the 
heart, religion has a foundation from which it can 
never be moved. No argument can be offered 
against a pure character that rests on principle. All 
that is noblest in mankind must be in sympathy 
with the love that ‘‘suffers for others;’’ the love of 
parents for their children; of patriots for their 
country; of martyrs for the truth; the love of 
Christ, the love of God. 

Revelation waits for still greater developments 
of mind, and truth, and justice, and love. The 
thought of God is still but dimly perceived. The 
principles of justice and liberty and love lie about 
us in confused shadows. The greatest revelation 
yet to come is the realization of what man is in 
himself—that he is a spirit and divine, a child of 
God and lives in eternity now. Witb this realiza- 
tion the life to come will bo near, and real death 
will be a birth in which “timmortality is swallowed 
up of life,’’ and the world of spirits will not be far 
and loved ones will walk by our side. 

I am here in this little world of flesh and blood, 
of sense and time, of darkness and sin, of sorrow 
and human graves, but to my spirit all this upper 
life is real and near, and I see this vast scene un- 
foiding and moving on forever to what God hatb 
prepared for those that love him. Why for those 
that love Gd? Bacause God is love and love is 
life, and to love alone are these things possible. 
Love is God; love is Christianity; love is life, and 
that life the life of love and the harmony of love is 


life eternal.

GROWTH OF TEMPERANOE SENTIMENT. 
BY GEO. KE. MERRILL. 

Statistics tell us the drink evil is on the increase 
not only absolutely, but also comparatively; and 
there is an adage that figures do not lie. Figures, 
however, are capable of most wretched jugglery. 
Sad beyond expression is it if a hundred years of 
temperance agitation has not advanced the cause. 
Lot us see if a brief resume of the temperance work 
is not encouraging. 

As early as 1639 laws were made in Massachusetts 
;and Connecticut to restrain the immoderate use of 
spirituous liquors. Ia 1756 a law was passed in 
Philadelphia imposing duties on foreign liquors so 
as to lessen their use. In 1772 the law was made to 
include liquors of home production. Roligious 
societies first protested against the use of liquors at 
funerals in 1760 

Just a century ago two hundred farmers met at 
Litchfield, Connecticut, and mutually agreed not to 
use liquor about their farm-work the following 
season. This was the first modern temperance 
a We find the Philadelphia College of 

Physician, one year later, memorializing Congress 
to put such heavy duties upon spirituous liquors as 
to prevent their intemperate use in the country. 
Towards the end of the eighteenth century the 
clergy in general began to ‘‘wake up.’’ Philan- 
thropists aided them. The year 1811 saw the be- 
ginning of the modern temperance movement, but 
most meager were the results for twenty five years. 
Tae general assembly of Presbyterian churches in 
1811 appointed a commiitee of seven to devise means 
to suppress intemperance. The next year this 





committee recommended that temperance sermons | 


be preached in Presbyterian churches throughout

the country, and that sermons, addresses, tracte, 
and other matter on the subject of temperance be 
published and extensively circulated. Many so- 
cieties have been started since this time, but not 
until 1833 do we find a total abstinence society. In 
that year the United States Society, with twenty- 
three state societies, was organized. The Massa- 
chusetts branch adopted the total abstinence pledge, 
and was followed in this regard by the Pennsylvania 
Society in 1836. Surely in 18338 we had advanced 
from the position of cur Pilgrim fathers. They 
could have their church clerk buy a barrel of ram 
for consumption by the members, and it wasn’t for 
medicinal or mechanical purposes either, according 
to the faithfully kept church record. In the early 
days of temperance work a New York society fined 
its members found drunk on any day except the 
Fourth and general training day the enormous sum 
of twenty-five cents! Not so very many years ago 
the church deacon sold his ram as conscientiously 
as his molassee, and public sentiment criticised not. 
Not many decades ago the minister expected his 
‘treat’? during some calls. Now even the use of 
tobacco injures a minister’s ix fluence with many. 
Let the pessimist continue his. faith in statistics if 
he chooses, but it would seem that the sentiment 
in favor of sobriety and a practical way of com- 
pletely annihilating the saloon is on the increase.

HON, DAVID OLARK. 

How many hearts were made sad on the 8th of 
October when the tidings came over the wire: 

“Father passed away this morning. Funeral 
Friday, 2 P. M. . Many OtaRK.” 

How many homes and hearts in Hartford were 
stricken with sorrow when the same sad news 
passed from one to another of those whem his 
counsel had aided and his. hand befriended! 

Bro. David Clark was within fuur days of eighty- 
three years old. With general god health, vigor- 
ous constitution, and active habits, he had of 
late years been sometimes severely affli-ted with 
rheumatism and with malaria. During the month 
of July last the malaria confiaed him to his house 
for several weeks, and so reduced his health and 
strength that his last visit to Craigville was delayed 
for a week or more. But during his st+y there he 
recovered wonderfully, and his many friends will 
remember with how much cheer and hopefulness 
and with how good prospect for many years of life 
he passed the latter part of the time, and with how 
good spirits he took leave of his friends and left for 


home. 
His health continued good till about two weeks 


before his death. Onone of those chilly days in the 
latter part of Ssptember he drove to Poguonock to 
call on ‘a friend, and took a savere cold. Oa Sun- 
day, September 28th, he was taken with malarial 
chills, and obliged to take his bed. Nodanger was 
apprehended, however, and with skillful physi- 
cians and careful nursing he gradually improved. 
On Saturday he felt that he would soon be ont, and 
asked the physician how soon he thought he would 
be able to go out fox-hunting, saying he wanted 
to have one good hunt before cold weather. He 
was told that no definite promise could be made— 
the first thing would be to get him down stairs. 
He told the doctor that he must get him down by 
the next Saturday (October 12th), for he wanted to 
spend that anniversary of his wedding-day with 
his ‘‘dear wife.’”’? He was then 8» well that the 
physician stopped his rezular visits, thinki: g he 
would get along well with care and nursing. 

Sunday morning (October 6th) he seemed to be 
doing well, but in the afternoon he was taken again 
with severe chills. The piysicians were called in 
and did their bast to get him to rally again, but he 
remained a good deal of the time unconscious. 
On Monday, however, at one time, ha awakened 
and said he felt better. He spoke so strongly that 
his daughter Mary, who was in the room, said: 
*‘Can it be that it is my father who is speaking like 
that?’ Going to his bedside she asked him how 
he felt, and he said, ‘‘Batter.”? She said, “If you 
are strong enough to speak like this you are strong 
enough to kiss me.’”’? He kissed her naturally, but 
immediately feil again into unconsciousness, from 
which he never aroused. He lay quietly till just 
past twelve o’clock on Tuesday morniag (Octoder 
th), when he gently breathed his last. 
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Bro. Clark leaves an invalid wife, with whom he 
had shared the varied fortunes of his life for nearly 
sixty two years. In some resprcts her health is 
much better than a few months ago, but still she is 
unable to walk. He also leaves a married son and 
the daughter, Mary, who has been the comfort of 
the advancing and declining years of her parents. 
These were all at the funeral, which was held at 
the family residence. 

An account of the faneral has already been given 
to the HERALD, and a more extended sketch of his 
life will be given in the fature. A beautiful me- 
morial and sketch of the funeral services has been 
printed and circulated among friends The notable 
things were the touching and thoroughly appr: cia- 
tive address of Dr. Gould, of .Worcester, his former 
pastor, and the hymn and music, composed by his 
present pastor, Dr. Parker, and sung for the first 
time at the funeral. I hope these may be given to 
the readers of the HERALD. 

Bro. Clark needs no encomium here. His life 
was its own encomium—and its owa prophecy of 
immortality.

“DENOMINATIONAL,” ETO. 

I have read with much interest the HERALD of 
December 19ih, and think it may be “‘regarded as 
one of the best numbers issued for a term of years;’’ 
especially because of the articles of our Michigan 
brethren wherein ‘‘the distinctive position of the 
Christians is grandly represented and gloriously 
emphasized,’’ and also because of the editor’s notes 
and editorial on the same interesting and important 
subject. Yet I must confess that after all some 
things therein to my mind are somewhat confusing, 
and I should feel much cbliged to the editor or any 
good brother who may take time to make them 
plain. 

Some may wonder at my stupidity, but indeed I 
am in serious trouble upon this one point in par- 
ticular; namely, Is the Christian Church a denomi- 
nation? For by one writer our press is called de- 
nominational, and the church spoken of as follows: 
“The denomination we undertook to build up;” 
“‘When our great leaders began to build up the de- 
nomination ;”’ ““We are not denominationally dis. 
couraged ;” “By us as a denomination;” ‘The 
sooner we die as a denomination,’’ etc., etc. 

Thus the Christian Church is frequently and un- 
qualifiedly termed a denomination. While by 
another writer denominationalism is unqualifiedly 
and emphatically denounced thus, ‘We are glad 
that denominationalism is becoming unpopular as 
& system and as a term even with denomina- 
tionalists;”’ “The word to be set over against de- 
nominational is union;” ‘The <hurch of Rev. G. 
Filian is the Evangelical Christian Church, inde- 
pendent and undenominational;” ‘We join all 
others in wishing God’s blessing on his free Chris- 


tian Church.” Again, “The walls of denomina- 
tionalism are pierced with so many gates of mutual 
fellowship,”’ etc., etc. 

If denominationalism is contrary to the spirit and 


detrimental to the interests of Christianity, and if 


the Christian Church is denominational, can we 
labor to build up the Christian Church without op- 
posing the spirit and retarding the progress of the 
religion of Jesus Christ? Brethren, if these ques- 
tions have never been determined, surely it is 
time that they should be, that we may work un- 
derstandingly, and that our leading men may not 
antagon'z2 one another in the same. ‘One of the 
best numbers’’ of the good old HERALD OF GOSPEL 
LIBERTY, however “grandly they may represent 
or gloriously emphasizs”’ the position of the Chris-

A QUERY. 


On the sixth page of the HERALD OF GOSPEL 
LIBERTY, of December 12th, appears an article en- 
titled, ‘* Baptism—Campbellism,’”’ in which the 
writer says, ‘‘The baptism in the ‘ commission’ is 
the baptism of the Holy Spirit, and not water 
baptism.’’ 

I had previously supposed, and so preached, that 
the baptism named in the ‘‘commission’’ (see Mat- 
thew 28: 19) was water baptism, as it was a bap- 
tism that Christ commissioned his disciples (min- 
isters) to administer, and they, as I had understood 
from reading the New Testament, could not bap- 
tize with the Holy Ghost, and I very much query 
as to the writer’s position being correct in his inter- 
pretation of the baptism named in said commission. 

Solomon says, *“‘The thing that hath been, it is 
that which shall be; and that which is done is that 
which shall be done; and there is no new thing 
under the sun.’’ Now, I wonder after all, if, in 
applying this language of the preacher to the bap- 
tism named in the commission as contained in 
Matthew, it will be in accordance with correct in- 
terpretation to say, ‘‘The thing that hath bsen 
[the baptism named], it is that which shall bs 
[the baptism of the Holy Spirit], and that which 
is done [ministers in heeding Christ’s words con- 
tained in the ‘commission’ must baptize with the 
‘Holy Spirit’], and that which shall be done’’ 
[in succeeding ages] is, that ministers of the Gospal, 
in order to obey the command of Christ contained 
in his words, ‘‘Baptizing them in the name of the 
Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost,” 
must, and actually DO, baptize with the Holy 
Ghost? If so, human administrators in thus bap- 
tizing (“with the Holy Spirit’’) are ndt doing any 
new thing under the sun, but should it be the 
province only of the Lord Jesus Christ to baptize 
with the Holy Ghost (see Matt. 3: 11, Mark 1: 8, 
Luke 3: 16, John 1: 25-33), it would, asit seems to me, 
be doing a new thing under the sun, and, further- 
more, would bea usurpation of power that the New 
Testament does not warrant, consequently he who 
thus teaches is wiser than was the ‘‘wise man.”’ I 
would not, however, be ‘“‘overwise;’’? but in my 
judgment the writer of the article above named, in 
interpreting the baptism named in the ‘‘commis- 
sion’’ as being the ‘“‘baptism of the Holy Spirit,” 
is become ‘‘wise above that that is written’’ touch- 
ing said commission. B. F. Rapp. 





A GRAOIOUS REVIVAL. 

On Wednesday evening, December 4th, I had 
the pleasure to begin a series of evangelistic services 
with the church at Maple Rapids, Mich., of which 
my friend of former days, and true yoke-fellow in 
the work of the Gospel, Rev. C. E. Watson, is pas- 
tor. I found that the way had been prepared by 
him for a gracious work by eighteen months of 
faithful preaching. And accordingly, not much 
time had to be consumed, as is often the case, in 
energizing a lukewarm church and preparing it for 
active work. As in the olden time, ‘‘the people 
had a mind to work,” and when this is the status 
of the church, good results are certain. On the fol- 
lowing Saturday evening the first conversion of the 
meeting, that of one of the most respected women 
of the place, occurred; and then the windows of 
heaven were opened, and a blessing was bestowed 
in fulfillment of the ancient promise. From night 
to night the house, though commodious, was inade- 








quate to accommodate the crowds that thronged it. 
Frequently the aisles, the rostrum, and the vesti- 
bule were full; and even then ina few instances 
some had to turn away unable to gain admission. 
After the first Saturday night there were con- 
versions nightly, frequently so many that it became 
difficult to find room about the pulpit for the con- 
verts. The meetings lasted but sixteen days, but 
there were one hundred and fifty conversions in 
that time, besides many requests for praye73. On 
the last night there were thirty, and on the pre- 
ceding night twenty. With such a power at work 
among the people it was the unanimous voice of 
the congregation that the meeting ought not to be 
closed, and Bro. Watson decided to continue the 
work alone. I am therefore hoping to hear of 
further good accomplished after my departure, Cer- 
tainly this meeting was a marvelous demonstration 
of the Gospel as ‘the power of God unto salvation ;”” 
for there was no undue excitement in it, only the 
silent brooding of the epirit of God over the deeps 
of human minds and hearts. The most pronounced 
enemy of revivals was put to silence by the mani- 
fest presence of God. Hardened sinners, even those 
who did not fully yield to the mandate of the Gos- 
pel, like Herod of old “‘did many things.”” I was 
glad to learn that a pledge not to use profane lan- 
guage was circu'ated ani extensively signed among 
them; and a barber told me that the place seemed 
to be revolutionized, and that men who used to 
come into his shop and punctuate their language 
with blasphemous oaths had entirely abandoned 
that most useless and excuseless of all forms of 
human sin. The dancing club, which I understood 
had its winter program made cut for a dance every 
two weeks, was so badly broken into that, as I was 
informed before I left, only two young ladies in the 
village were making their arrangements to attend 
the great Christmas ball for which the invitations 
were out. On the last Sunday of the meeting, at 
the morning service, there were forty-five received 
into church-membership, and doubtless as many 
more were received last Sunday. (A letter received 
from Bro. Watson since I began to write reports 
that there were forty-two received the second Sun- 
day, and that nine more were converted after I left, 
making a grand total of one hundred and fifty-nine 
for the meeting. He also says that others will be 
receive i into the church next Sunday ) 

On Sanday morning, Dacember 8th, we drove 
through mud and rain to Middleton, six miles dis- 
tant from Maple Rapid, to dedicate the new 
Christisn Church in that village. Despite the 
weather the house was full. There is a fine out- 
look there for the organization of a strong and pros- 
perous church. 

Bro. Watson is a tireless and z*alous worker. 
He is no friend to modernisms and new theologies, 
but ec n‘tends earnestly for the faith once for all de- 
livered to the saints. He has in his short ministry 
established a reputation as a church-builder, having 
in his eighteen months at Maple Rapids erected 
cburches in two of the villages of the neighborhood. 
This is the way to solve the problems of church ex- 
tension. Let each pastor become a home missionary. 
And in this work would that all were biessed with 
wives so deserving of the name of helpmate as is

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GONE TO HIS REWARD. 

Elder C. W. Havens was born at Newburg, 
New York, March 16, 1816. He was bound out to 
a hatter at thirteen years of age, but who soon be- 
came a bankrupt, and deprived him of all his earn- 
ings. His father then bound him cut to a shoe 
maker, with whom he worked until his eighteenth 
year, when he became converted and was bapt’zed 
by Elder Gcff. While mending the soles of men’s 
boots and shoes he became convinced that God had 
a higher work for him in mending the souls of his 
children. His father had driven him from home 
for uniting with the Christian Church, he being a 
shouting Methodist; but Bro. Havens never 
wavered in his fidelity to the principles he espoused, 
and, seizing the hammer of the Gospel and the 
pegs of salvation, he began to mend the souls of 
msn when but nineteen yearsold. He wasordained 
and set apart to the high calling of the ministry at 
Finesville, New Jersey, May 30, 1843, by N. Sum- 
merbelJ, Moses Cummings, William Leur, J. Y. 
Melick, and G. F. Hawks. 

He was uvited in marriage tc , to 
which unicn were born two children, a son and 
daughter, who still survive him as citizens of cur 
village snd members of the Red Rock Church. His 
wife died in 1864, and he was again married to Miss 
Maria Vanderburg in 1886, at Red Rock, who now 


mourns his loss. 
Eider Havens may truly be called one of the pio- 


neers of the Christian Church. Althovgh never 
having served many ct urches as pastor, he served 
the few long and faithfully. Hea served one charge 
in New Jersey, then went to Steventown; from 
there to South Westerlo, and in 1866 came to Rad 
Rock, where he labored until he le id down his scep- 
ter. He was pastor here for twenty-four years, and 
became dear to every heart; friend and fce alike 
mourn bis loss. He labored faithfully for his Mas. 
ter for fifty-five year2, but three years ago that slow 
but sure disease, creeping paralysis, laid hold of his 
active and vigorous frame and he was compe lied to 
lay down his mantle for younger shoulders to wear. 
For two years he had been helpless and the constant 
care of his wife and faithful grandson, Charlie 
Havens, who never comp!ained, but sought to make 
his last days happy. Although a vigorous and ac- 
tive man, when bound down he never murmured 
but bore all patiently. He always said he wanted 
to die in the harness, but submitted to the will of 
God and never complained. When the messenger 
came, Sunday even'ng, December 15th, just as the 
sunlight went out, bis spirit awoke in the sunlight 
of God’s glory. His departure was so sweet that 
it seemed like a child going to sleep on its mother’s

THE OATHOLIO OHUROH AGAINST THE GOVERN- 
MENT.

In a few days the confirmation of T. J. Morgan 
for Commissioner of Indian A ffairs will be the order 
in the United States Senate. His nomination is 
now being considered in the Committee on Indian 
Affairs. The opposition to him will show, if suc- 
cessful, how a church organ!z ition can browbeat the 
Senate. The entire country was congratulated last 
summer on President Harrison’s choice for Super- 
intendent of Indian Schools, Dr. Dorchester, and 
Commissioner of Indien Affairs, Mr. Morgan. 
Both are men of practical methods, elegant scholar- 
ship, just principles, and with a warm sympathy 
for the outcast race. There has been a determined 
opposition to the confirmation of both these men. 
It has been conducted by Catholic priests snd 
Catholic newspapers. The ground for this opposi- 
tion is thie: one of the first acts of Mr. Morgan 
when he came in charge of the Indian Bureau was 
to discharge the chief of the educational department 
of the Bureau. He was a man intemperate, in- 
competent, and insubordinate. He undertook to 
administer his department contrary to the orders o! 
the Commissioner. Now it turned out that he was 
a Catholic. But this was not a consideration in his 
dismissal. He at once inspired a pamphlet which 
he sent to all the Senators. He charges that the 
Commissioner has been exercising a predjudice 
against Catholics, and has been dismissing them 
from the Indian schools. The facts look the other 
way. For instance, three Catholic teachers have 
been dismissed from Haskell Institute, but eight 
Protestants have shared a similar fate. There are 
nearly one thousand employes in the Indian school 
service, and of this number less than one hundred 
changes have been made, and only seven of these 
are known to have been Catholics. Yet, for this 
the Catholic Church stands over the Senate with a 
menancing frown. It looks as if that church de- 
mands that Indian educaticn shall be placed into 
its hands. 

In a letter of detailed explanation to the Secretary 
of the Interior the other day, the Commissioner 
of Indian Affairs says: ‘‘At the schools at Green 
Bay, Devil’s Lake, Turtle Mountain, Standing 
Rock, Grand Roude, Fort Yuma, Tulalip, and 
Tongue River agencies the employes are all Catho- 
lics, either in accepted faith or are selected by 
Catholics in charge of the schools or agencies, and 
the cffice has purposely appointed and retained 
Catholic superintendents and teachers at several o/ 
these egencies, for the sole reeson that the great 
majority of the Indians are suppcsed to be Catholics. 
At Flathead, Coeurd’Alene, Cohrille Agency, and 
Fort Belknap, the education of the Indians is at 
present entirely in the hands of this great denomi- 
nation.”’ e 

The Commissioner continues: “I think the 
teachers selected, of whatever faith, should be loyai 
to the Government schools and in thorough sym- 
pathy with the Indian Office in its efforts for Indian 
education. They have no right to be otherwise, 
and hence it seems to me it would be better by far 
to take American Catholics with experience in the 
public schools, and with normal schoo! training 
for such places in preference to either Jesuits cr 
Sisters educated in foreign lands, who speak the 
English language indifferently, who know nothing 
by experience or training of public school work, 
who can in no wice be regarded as friends of public 
schon's, either on reservations cr in civilized com- 
munities. As I understand it, the great purpsse to 
be achieved by a system of Government edccation 
for the Indians is their preparation for American 
citizenship, and not their training in rel gicus 
dogmas or ecclesiastical practices. I can not afford 
to keep inefficient people in these schoo!s to please 
or placate any church, indivicual, or political or- 
gan’ zation, and I decline todoso. If the Catholic 
Church can not furnish me better teachers than 
those I have removed, the Catholic Church is 
greatly to be pitied.”’ 

It remains to be seen if this mad spell of the 
Romish Church can cower the American Senate 
into a rejection of the President’s appointment of 
- aa Indian Oommiesioner. If it so prover, it would 
beascene which Puck, if he misses, will forever 
Washington, D.C.

Let it be remembered that besides the income 
from our endowment fund we need from churches 
and friends over two thousand dollars annually to 
meet current expenses.

time Mary must have had a very clear perception— 
I would rather say, consciousness—of the divine 
grace. Her instrumental use by God to carry out 
his purposes must have been very clear to her mind. 
However much that consciousness may have 
dimmed in the time to come, and it certainly does 
seem in later years to be indistinct, at this time she 
saw and felt that which God was going to do through 
her, and that she would become, that which every 
Jewish woman so desired to be, the mother of the 
Messiah. With the strong feeling that this was 
the use God was making of her she was prepared for 
the inflow of the Divine Spirit, and under its in- 
fluence uttered these most beautiful words. Some 
with acute power of analysis will see the several 
expressions a8 so many distinct thoughts, just as 
the pieces of beautiful clothing, harmonious in color 
and combination, cover and decorate the human 
body. 

TO my mind two thoughis are presented, both of 
them brilliant as the richest gems, and both of them 
the outgrowth or branches of one thought. The 
promise of the Messiah, or the Messiah himself, is 
the one great thought that moved in the mind and 
heart of Mary. Then, that this Messiah was to be 
her offspring. And then, a kind of review of what 
God had been in the communications of his grace, 
and the fulfillment of his promise.

I think to make this poem effective to us it is 
necessary for us to put ourselves in the place of 
Mary. That is not possible for us all to do, only as 
we may do it sympathetically. I can see how 
mothers may doit. What would be your feelings 
were such a revelation made to you as was made to 
Mary? Whatif you should have by some divine 
communication, that had no uncertainty in it, that 
your off:pring is to attain some exalted eminence of 
character in the world as a far-reaching blessing to 
the human race, who should be the deliverer of 
mnillions from ignorance, and superstition, and 
cruelty? What would be your feelings? Would 
you not be thrilled by the revelation that would be 
an inspiration to you? Would not your combined 
mental and spiritual activity be so greatly wrought 
upon as to give you the power of unusual expres- 
sion? I think so. And would not God’s grace be 
so felt that you would turn instinctively to mag- 
nify his name, having an exalted sense of his won- 
derful use of you, and the grandeur o! his merciful 
heart in consideration of mankind? 

The magnificat will never exhaust to the world. 
It will ever remain attractive and beautiiul. It 
will ever serve to show how God connects himself 
with human instrumentalities, and makes revela- 
tion of himself to the consciousness of men. Mary 
is not the only instance. Her mission was the 
highest honor possible to woman, to be the mother 
of the Lord. Bat do not suppose God has no use 
for you. I may not tell who will come to special 
remarkable work in the world, in accordance with 
the divine purpose, as Abraham Lincoln for in- 
stance, but I do know that every one may look to 
be grandly used by God in some item of the great 
work of human deliverance, and thus be ready for 
that work. And I am sure with such an expecta- 
tion every human soul will have higher fitting for 
the mcst humble place in the divine will.

I have received another communication which I 
answer, question by question, without quotation of 
the letter. 

An ordained deacon is a deacon everywhere; but 
he is not deacon of any church except that one for 
which he is ordained. He hasa right to act as a 
servant of the Master, doing the work that a dea- 
con (servant) ought to do; but he has not any offi- 
cial right in any church except the one for which 
he has been ordained, even as a preacher is only 
pastor of the church that accepts him, though he is 
a minister every where. 

He should not administer the Lord’s Supper, nor 
should he solemniz3 marriages. Thcse duties, the 
administration of the ordinances, and the solemni- 
zation of marriages, should be reserved for ordained 
ministers exclusively. 

These remarks do not apply to ordained elders. 
Ordained elders are ordained ministers, unless the 
word elder is used as equivalent to deacon, which 
is incorrect. 

The reason why an ordained deacon is an offi ‘ial 
deacon only in the church for which he is c rdained 
is this: If it were otherwise, a man, ordained a 
deacon in one church, might go to another church 
and assume the rights of a deacon there, to the 
utter confusion of church goveroment, and to the 
destruction of the liberty of churches all over the 
community.

A PASTORAL ADDRESS. 


BY REV. J. F. BURNETT. 
[ Concluded. } 


I have solemnized fifty-two marriage contracts, 
and have seen a like number of gallant grooms and 
blushing brides launch out upon the uncertainties 
of life’s great thoroughfare, little realizing that the 
fair morning is soon to give place to a cloudy noon 
and a stormy sunset; little thinking that the rosy 
cheek will soon be damp with the tears of a moth- 
er’s broken heart, and the manly form, now 80 
erect and graceful, bent by the burdens it must 
bear. I have seen the manly form of devoted love 
lead from the altar the graceful beauty, the choice 
of his heart, to go out into the walks of life to 
gather flowers by streams of gladness on hills of 
joy and in shady nooks, and inhaling the breath of 
the evening primrose in their conversation, and 
the distillation of the sweet alyssum in their de- 
meanor, and the aroma of the honeysuckle in their 
disposition, they travel on in the sweet joys of 
happy hearts. But, alas! for all human happiness, 
it comes to a sudden termination; and when next I 
see them it is when they bend over a little casket 
and tenderly kiss a sleeping infant that will awake 
no more. Thus the sunshine is chased away by the 
deepening shadows, and the clear sky of an early 
hope is soon clouded by grief and darkness. 

Soon after my coming among you death, that 
silent and mysterious visitor, came, and brought to 
many homes and hearts sorrow and sighing. His 
victims have been taken from all classes of society, 
from the infant of a few hours to the gray-haired 
veteran of four-score and seventeen, and to-day the 
earth sounds hollow, it is so full of graves. Ah, 
how few gardens are there where death has not left 
his foot-prints when he came to take away some of 
our sweetest flowers! Few are the trees standing 
on this earth from which he has not lopped off 
some goodly boughs. Have we not seen them 
stand bleak and branchless? Thus our homes have 
been visited, and to-day there is not a heart in the 
whole world that has not tasted sorrow. But of 
those whom the good Father has accounted worthy 
of taking to himself from among us, we can say— 
‘““We know they have gone to the home of their rest, 

Then why should our souls be so sad? 
We know they have gone where the weary are blest, 

And the mourners look up and are glad; 

Where love has put off in the land of its birth 
The stains it had gathered in this; 
And hope, the sweet singer that gladdens the earth, 

Lies asleep on the bosom of bliss.

Thus amid the gloom that settles down upon us, 
through the influence of death, we are invited to 
look up and beyond the confines of earth, and be- 
hold the day everlasting, flooding the fields of im- 
mortality with celestial radiance, and see our loved 
ones in shining garments roaming the sapphire 
plains of life and glory. 

It has been my sad duty to officiate at funerals 
since my. work began here as follows, of which I 
would be glad to speak at length did time and 
space permit: Members of the Mt. Zion Church, 
18; members of the Pt. Isabel Church, 23; mem- 
bers of the Mt. Pleasant Church, 2; members of 
the Presbyterian Church, 2; members of the Bap- 
tist Caurch, 3; members of the Methodist Church, 
15; members of the Disciple Church, 2; members 
of the Christian Church elsewhere, 18; not mem- 
bers of any church, 27; children, 33; total, 148 
And yet through all this God has loved us witha 
tenderness and constancy, and we have many rea- 
sons to thank him to-day for the mercies of the 
past, and to rely with unshaken confidence upon 
the promises of the future. To-day every home is 
made sweeter and every heart purer by the trials 
endured and the temptations resisted; and the 
hope of heaven is brighter to those who realize 
that the light afflictions of this life are to work for 
us a far more exceeding and eternal weight of 
glory. And as we sit together to-day, beloved, let 
us think of “that building not made with handa, 
that city whose builder and maker is God;’’ of that 
country that is tearless, and that home in which 
the pure and good of all ages, countries, and cond '- 
tions are to assemble and hold a joyous reunion for- 
ever. 

‘* We speak of the realms of the blest, 
: That country so bright and so fair, 
And oft are its glories confessed ; 
But what must it be to be there! 


‘“ We speak of its pathways of gold, 
Of its walls decked with jewels so rare, 
Of its wonders and pleasures untold ; 
But what must it be to be there! 
‘We speak of its freedom from sin, 
From sorrow, temptation, and care, 
From trials without and within; 
But what must it be to be there! 
‘* We speak of its service of love, 
The robes which the glorified wear, 
The church of the first-born above; 
But what must it be to be there!’’ 

Gold paves its streets, and around them rise walls 
of jasper. Its cities shimmer in the golden splen- 
dors of an eternal sun. No storms sweep its seas; 
no winter strip; its trees; no autumn frosts wither 
its flowers; no thunder shakes its serene and cloud- 
less sky. The day never darkens into night, but 
sunshine and beauty everywhere; harps and palms 
are in the hands, while crowns of glory flash and 
blaze upon the heads of the sinless inhabitants. 
And you and I, dear people, are some sweet day to 
be there and enjoy the service of praise in the 
temple of our God on high. 

And now we close our seventh year’s labor to- 
gether, and I trust and believe that we enter 
unitedly and harmoniously upon the eighth year. 
Shall we not endeavor to go beyond all our past en- 
deavors, and by the grace of Gcd accomplish more 
in the future than we have in the past? I want 
now and here to express my most sincere thanks 
to all who have worshiped with us during the past 
for their regular attendance, respectful attention, 
and co)mmendably good order, and assure them of 
my kindest regards and deepest sympathy; and 
also to express my implicit confidence in their 
Christian character, and hope that our relationship 
will be as pleasant in the future as it has been 
in the past. To the officials and various com- 
mittees of the pastorate I tender my thanks for, 
and my deep appreciation of, their earnest, en- 
deavor to second the efforts of the pastor in regu- 
lating the sentiments and practices of the people 
that were not for the best interests of the churches 
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and communities, and their earnest and untiring 
efforts to make my labors pleasant and profitable; 
and to the many who have contributed so largely 
to our service of song by the use of their voices and 
knowledge of music I am most sincerely grateful, 
and most devoutly pray that the rendering of these 
songs, 80 sweet and inspiring to us who hear them, 
may be the means of bringing the singers into 
purer sympathy with each other, and sweeter com- 
munion with Him who is the source of all melody. 
I shall insist that all the congregation join in sing- 
ing, and thus prepare their hearts for the reception 
of the truths and blessings God may have for them.

The soul is awakened and invited by the spirit of 
melody to receive the sentiment uttered in song. 
Sweet, affecting music, rendered by well-disciplined 
voices, accompanied by the soft strains of the in- 
strument, reaches the fountain of thought and feel- 
ing, and ‘‘untwisting all the links that tie the hid- 
den soul of harmony,”’’ it tinges the emotions with 
its own hues, whether plaintive or joyous, and it 
fastens in the heart sentiments which it conveys, 
whether it be of love or hatred, country or God. 


‘ Music, oh, how faint, how weak! 
Language fades before thy spell; 
Why should feeling ever speak, 
When thou canst breathe her soul so well? 
Friendship’s balmy words may pain, 
Love’s are e’en more false than they; 
Oh, ’tis only music’s strains 
Can sweetly soothe and not betray.” - 


I have no intention of closing this address with- 
out a favorable mention of the many bright-eyed, 
rosy-cheeked boys and gir)s who have been so kind 
to me during all my work with you. Many bur- 
dens have been made lighter by their smiles, and 
many sad moments have sped away before their 
good cheer and pleasant words. Some of the 
young gentlemen and ladies of this pastorate were 
boys and girls when I first knew them, and I assure 
you to-day it is a real pleasure to me to see them 
virtuous and honest, and taking their places among 
the brave and true of the world. If the future of 
this pastorate is to be characterized by enthusiasm 
and vigorous effort, we must care for the minia- 
ture ladies and gentlemen; we must love them and 
provide for them. 

Churches are not developed perfectly which have 
not entered upon the work of bringing up the chil- 
dren into manhood and womanhood. Feed the 
children with good, wholesome, Gospel truths; 
clothe them with confid:nt expressions of their 
ability to be useful; teach them the way of life 
and salvation by Jesus Christ, and when these 
gray-haired fathers and mothers in Israel are fallen 
asleep, the manly, Caristian boys and pure-hearted, 
brave girls will step forward to fill the vacant 
places, and God’s truth will still be heralded to the 
world. 

And now, in conclusion, let us labor together for 
the building up of God’s kingdom in the world, 
the spread of the Gospel among men, the estab- 
lishment of purity, righteousness, and temperance, 
and, correcting our mistakes and quickening our 
Christian life, let us demonstrate the possibilities of 
church and pastor when united in love and zealous 
in good works. In my preaching I have set no 
metes or bounds to your theological thinking, but 
tried in my way to point all to Jesus Christ, who 
is the highway to perfection, the center of all relig- 
ious truth, and the limit of all theological investi- 
gation; whose deathless friendship and boundless 
love is the life of the world and the anchor of hope 
to all souls. Nor shall I, in the future, limit your 
faith or prescribe your theology. Here isthe Bible, 
God’s holy truth; it is yours—yours to read, yours 
to interpret, yours to love, yours to obey, and while 
I hold the right of private judgment I shail not 
debar you from the enjoyment of the same privi- 
lege. You may be a Trinitarian or Unitarian; you 
may be a predestinarian or a latitudinarian; you 
may be an electionist or a Universalist; if you love 
the Lord Jesus Christ and accept him by faith as 
your personal Savior, and are humbly trying to 
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obey his commands; “if your heart is right with 

my heart, as my heart is right with thy heart,” 

come and worship with us and feel a welcome 

among Father’s children in Father’s house. I 

would have it said of my churches as it was said of 

the Church of the Strangers in New York City, by 

the old gentleman to his wife, on his return from 

service there: 

“Well, wife, I’ve found the model church and worshiped 
there to-day ; 

It made me think of good old times before my hair was 

ray ; 

The cilibtiewn was fixed up more than they were 
years ago, 

But then I felt when I went in it wasn’t built for show. 


‘The usher didn’t seat me ’way back to the door, 

He knew that I was old and deaf, as well asold and poor; 

He must have been a Christian for he led me boldly 
through 

The long aisle of that crowded church to find a pleasant 
pew. 

“T wish you’d heard the singin’, it had the old-time ring, 

The preacher said with trumpet voice, ‘Let all the peo- 
ple sing;’ 

The tune was ‘Coronation,’ and the music upward rolled 

Till I thought I heard the angels strike all their harps of 
gold. 


“My deafness seemed to melt away, my spirit caught 
the fire, 

I joined my feeble, trembling voice with that melodious 
choir, 

And sang asin my youthful days, ‘Let angels prostrate 
fall;

He may proclaim a Gospel of ‘‘peace and good will 
to men,’’ yet if he is selfish and unmindful of the 
feeling of others in his daily intercourse with them, 
they will learn to look upon him with contempt. 
Worldly men will scan him closely; if they find 
him unworthy of their confidence he would better 
retire from the work which he is unfit to perform.

—‘‘Is it a custom of the Christians to allow unor- 
dained ministers to administer baptism and the 
L wrd’s Supper?’ It has never been our custom to 
do so, and yet there may be emergencies in which 
such action would be deemed justifiable. If a con- 
ference chose to authorize such action in its licensed 
clergy we could see no impropriety in the matter, 
but without suca an authorization we think it 
would not be proper. The Baptist denomination, 
at least in Engiand, does not confine the work of 
baptism and communion to ordained hands. It is 
a notable fact that none have figured more largely 
in such administrations than Spurgeon, of London, 
and yet Charles Spurgeon was never ordained by 
man, nor will he consent to be. Philip was a dea- 
con but he also preached, though he had been or- 
dained only as a deacon. Still, this man baptized. 


I8 THERE NO OTHER WAY? 

Itis a custom with some conferences to call the 
roll of ministers at the beginning of the session to 
learn in part as to the character of the minister. 
If, on the call, any member chooses to object to a 
brother’s name he may not pass, but for the time 
the conferential fellowship is virtually suspended 
toward him, his case is referred to a committee as 
though he were a very criminal, and suspicions on 
the part of the entire body are awakened against 


him. 

‘*What has A done? Is he guilty indeed of some 
great wrong? Is he really a bad man?’’ Such are 
some of the natural ir quiries, and you can no more 
suppress them than you can stop your pulsations or 
your thought. The people, for the day, disperse 
and carry the news abroad. ‘‘A is under charges 
before his conference. Objections are offered to his 
name on the score of character,’’ etc. 

‘*A”? passes the long weary day under the eye of 
cruel suspicion, commingled with painful pity—re- 
tires to his rest with the iron cankering in his heart, 
not indeed from condemnation or conscious guilt, 
but from virtual suspension of fellowship. At last 
the morning slowly dawns, the day brightens, and 
tardily conference begins its routine of work. The 
committee appears ; they have tried the case of ‘*A,’’ 
and find no cause for action. The agony is passed. 
The conference has been agitated for a day, minis- 
ters of special wisdom, whose presence was needed 
in council and convention, have been forced into 
retirement for long hours, suspicions have been 
aroused and fliated on the wings of the winds for 
miles around, and at least one p»or heart has been 
subjected to a load of shame and sorrow. 

With such a method of conferential procedure 
no minister is safe from the attacks of envy and 
malice. With cause or without the attack may 
come, and redress is found only before a Grievance 
Committee, publicly appointed to try his case. 
Such a mortification to an honorable gentieman is 
a horrible if not an unnecessary punishment. The 
roll call is all right, but it should never be for the 
ascertainment of character. If charges are deemed 
expedient and justifiable, the chairman of the 
proper committee should be notified, and other 
than the committee no man should know of the 
action until the case is tried, and not even then ii 
cha’ ges are unsustained. 

If conferences can not screen the characters of its 
honorable men from public attack then there is a 
weakness in their methods that needs correcting, 
while the fellowship they profess to extend is a 
thing of lessened value.

THE WELOOME HOME. 

Eight years ago a bright-eyed little girl of ten 
summers came to the altar of the Union Christian 
Church, near Troy, Ohio, and gave us her tiny 
hand in consecration, and following the prayer and 
the evident regeneration of the child, we gave her, 
as did the church, the hand of fellowship in mem. 


bership. 
There was nothing unusual in all this, though it 


was one of those scenes that waken the heart into 
profoundest gratitude to God and sweetest felicity 
in his name. Thousands have come as she came 
and been accepted of the Master as she was ac- 
cepted, giving joy to the Church as she gave joy to 
old Union. 

With this introduction we give our pen to another 
fact, one wholly sad from the human standpoint, 
but one wholly glorious in the most triumphant 
sense from another view. In the above we have 
spoken of a birth—the moral birth of little Eva 
Westlake—but in what follows we must speak of a 
death—or more truthfully, of the departure into 
the climes of lifeof Eva Westlake Pence, the be- 
loved daughter of Keifer and Mary Westlake, and 
newly-wedded wife of Mr. Harvey Pence. 

A few weeks since we met the bright-faced and 
beautiful young lady on the streets of this city, and 
in course of conversation she acquainted us with 
the fact of her recent marriage. She was a very 
happy bride and looked down through the future as 
if by a goltien way. And the way was more than 
golden—it was light-paved—but its outer gates were 
close at hand and just ready to open. She knew it 
not then, in the gracious providence of God, nor 
was she ready in that hour for the light that was so 
soon to flash into her face with transporting effect. 


God, who leads us in the way, kindly makes the 
more terribie realities, momentarily invisible to us, 
but the time comes at last when we can bear them 
ali without fear and with ecstacy. 

Born May 29, 1872; married August 15, 1889; 
died December 8, 1889. Such is the record of the 
life concerning which we write in this moment, 
Into such a life one would not look for startling 
deeds—the day was too brief, the way was too 
short, the opportunities were too narrow, but no 
life that ever budded into beautiful womanhood 
was richer in its final fruits. Had all the diamonds 
of earth encircled her brow in death, she would not 
have been so beautifal for them. Had all the par- 
aphernalia of royalty environed her in that hour 
she would not have been so lovely for them alone. 

She was the bride-elect of Christ, and in the 
habiliments of a royal splendor not pertaining to 
earth she was entering into his chamber of love. 
With angel retinue, and on wings softer than those 
of down, she was being borne upward from the 
earthly into the heavenly mansion—from the arms 
of those outstretched with every earthly affection 
into the society of the redeemed, the glorified, the 
angelic, 

Fear of death had no place in this youthful 
heart, and before her exalted vision the grave arose 
as no intervention. The sky to the eye of her soul 
was radiant as the morning, and the breath of an 
eternal summer was fanning her cheek hot with 
flushes of death. The heart’s love was not palsied 
toward the living, and for them she would have 
lingered longer, but the magnet of heavenly love 
and glory was so drawing her heart that to go was 
far easier than to stay, and she had no wish for the 
shutting of those gates so blissfully opening for her 
reception. 

She could see, she said, right into heaven; its 
gates were wide open, the walls were as bright and 
beautiful as jasper, the streets were as shining gold, 
and all was too wonderful for description. The vis- 
ion was complete to her and the scenery of the higher 
life transporting. 

We tender our heartfelt sympathy to the hus- 
band, parents, and sisters. Their sorrow is very 
great, too deep, indeed, for human measurement, 
but they are to be congratulated nevertheless on so 
triumphant a close to a life a'ready radiant and 
beautiful. 

And what a testimony have we in all this lesson 
to the worth of the Gospel! Oaly the saint can die 
as this fair young wife died. Only he who is sup- 
ported upon the arms of a holy faith can walk 
so fearlessly down into the waters of death. If 
only this blissful experience can come to the depart- 
ing saint—if the open gates, the angel greetings, and 
the seraphic songs are wholly of the imagination, 
and there is no more beyond, even then the glory 
of the reward for the life of holiness and the con- 
fession of Jesus is superlatively great. But this is 
only the beginuing—the feet of the sainted one 
were only pressing the threshold of glory—the . 
dying child was waking into a blissful and a pe- 
rennial life. God give us to die as she died, and 
give us such a welcome home.

However much or little the Japanese know of 
the precious Bible, they do know this text by prac- 
tice. They help each other almost too much some 
think, and why? because we have seen that in 
many cases it leads to three evils; namely, impo- 
sition, carelessness, and ingratitude. 

Let us take the parents. It is generally when a 
man or woman is, say from fifty to sixty, they are 
among the old, and many, at that age, begin to 
give up, some entirely, and look tosome one else to 
keep them all the rest cf their days, though they 
live to be eighty, assome do. The duty of children 
to parents is by far the most important study, there- 
fore the sons, as a rule, take care of them. This is 
one of the chief objects in the minds of most. lads 
starting in life and getting employment, How shall 
I best support myself, father, and mother? The 
result is that many a man can never marry unless 
he gets a woman with a little property; but should 
he marry a poor women and have a family, then he 
is indeed to be pitied, for all these burdens fall upon 
him. And should there be unmarried sisters, who 
_ can not work, then they must have a share of the 
care and help; but if on the other hand they are 
| earning then they too must help to support their 
| parents. And thus many young people are in con- 
| stant perplexity on account of parents imposing on 

their children too soon, or more than they ought to. 
_ Then the carelessness of many, on account of it, 
| comes in this way; they conclude, even those who 
| sometimes go into the Lord’s work, that if they are 
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not worth much to you it does not matter, you 
must give me what I need and take care of me as 
long as I want you to. 

Then the third evil, ingratitude, is a great and 
common sin among these people. If you were to 
give them all you have they would scarcely feel 
your kindness or say thank you. The idea is, you 
are foreigners; you all come here to give and teach; 
you have plenty, and we mean to get all we can out 
of you.

Dear Sisters,—How time flies! It is now one 
month since Bro. and Sister Riodes came among 
us Their stay with us, about three weeks, was a 
happy one.

Asit 
is now, their knowledge and experience is so little, 
but according to what they have they do try, some 
of them, to do a little. 

We rejoice in your prosparity of late, but should 
be more glad if the entire s'sterhood would take 
hold of the work. I certainly think if you could 
appoint an agent to visit all the churches in the in- 
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terest of Foreign Missions, more money would be 
raised. We are needing it; the work has suffered, 
and will more, if more is not sent. 

May the dear Lord teach and bless you and us, is 
my prayer. Shall be glad to hear from any of you 
at any time.

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Conference Minutes. 





Southeastern Michigan. 


The Southeastern Michigan Christian Con- 
ference convened in annual session with the 
South Fairfield Christian Church in Lenawee 
County, Mich., October 3, 1889, at 10:30 A. M. 

Vice-president B. F. Rapp called conference 
to order, and the hymn, “A charge to keep I 
have,” was sung. Select scriptures were read, 
and then followed a very tender, earnest, and 
appropriate prayer by the venerable Rev. 
George Price. 

The secretary being absent Rev. L. D. Arnold 
was appointed secretary pro tem, and read the 
minutes of last year’s session. 

Upon reading the roll of officers of confer- 
ence all responded except the secretary and 
treasurer. 

All the churches reported except Pittsford 
and Palmyra. All the Sabbath schools but 
one reported. 

All the ministerial members reported in per- 
son except Rev. Stillman Post, who reported 
by letter. 

Revs. E. A. De Vore, agent for U ©. College; 
L.D Arnold, of Norwalk, Ohio; and B. F. 
Rapp. of Sylvavia, Ohio, were present, and re- 
ported themselves from the conferences to 
which they severally belong. 

Letters were read from Revs. W.K. S'amp, 
Adrian, Mich.; James Wright, Britton, Mich. ; 
Reason Davis, Norwalk, Obio; V. R. Miller, 
Goshen, Ind.; and Israel Post, treasurer of 
conference. 

Officers elected for ensuing year were as fol- 
lows: President, Rev. George Price, of Tecum- 
seh, Mich.; vice-president, Rev. B. F. Rapp, of 
Sylvania, Ohio; secretary, James R. Smith, of 
Richfield Center, Obio; treasurer, Rev. John 
Wilcox, of Pittsford, Mich.; executive board, 
Rev. John Wilcox, Bro. George O'iver, and 
William Klink. 

The regular routine of business was trans- 
acted, and some new business that, if carried 
forward to completion, will tell most wonder- 
fully for the vital interests of the churches 
com posing the conference. 

Revs. George Price and B. F. Rapp were 
chosen as the ministerial delegates, and the 
Hon. H.C, Pratt as the lay delegate, to repre- 
sent this conference in the approaching session 
of the Quadrennial Christian Convention. 
The conference also voicel, by unanimous 
vote, to second the request of the Christian 
Church and her pastor in the city of Marion, 
Indiana, to have the Quadrennial convene at 
Marion in its coming session. 

The preaching during the conference was 
done by Revs. John Wilcox, L. D. Arnold, 
George Price, and E. A. De Vore, all of which 
had in it both the “sincere mi k of the Word,” 
and “strong meat,’ and so far as could be 
judged was well received. 

The annual fellowship meeting of the con- 
ference on Saturday afternoon was a very en- 
tertaining and spiritual service, and concluded 
with two valuable accessions to the church 
with which the conferencs was held.
